dried cherries and 'blackberries, 
which 


are not only useful 
for puddings and 


pies, but for sauce as well. One com- 
mon mistake in preparing dried fruits 
i.s the custom of many people to c.fiok 
them too long and not soak them long 
enough. This accounts for the 
fact 


that many persons scorn to use them, 
the fine flavor of the .fruit being lost in 
the cooking process.

The flames hid gained such headway 
when discovered that'the entire building 
was seen to be doomed, and the efforts 
61 the firemen and citizens were" directed 
to save goods from the storage depart- 
ments in the basement and on the first 
floor. 


Hundreds of men' were formed into 


gangs and were busily engaged in the 
work of saving goods when the entire 
superstructure, weakened by tho rapidly 
spreading flames, collapsed without a mo- 
men's warning, crushing and 
burying 


dozens of those engaged in the work of 
salvage. 


Those who escaped uninjured from the 


blazing ruins were so par.icstricken that 
it was some time before an organized at- 
tempt at rescue could be made, and in 
the meantime the moans and cries of 
those who had not been killed outright 
could be heard.
